The British fleet was reported to have made contact 
with the Italian fleet somewhere in Greek seas during the 


morning, but there was no announcement of the result. 


By early afternoon Athens had had six air raid alarms 
and Italian bombers had passed over the ancient capital 
four times, but no bombs were dropped here. 


The Athens airport, 12 miles away, and the port, about 
four miles from the city, were raided. The Greeks said one 
hangar was damaged slightly. Port facilities and buildings 
also were damaged by 15 pianes at Patras, the port, with 
four killed and 17 injured 


Italian Flags Are Torn Down 


While Athens anti-aircraft guns barked spasmodically, 
the people of the capital marched either toward the front or 
in enthusiastic parades in the streets 


Immediately after the announcement that the nation 
was at war, crowds destroyed the offices of the Itahan air 
and steamship lines and ripped down Italian flags. They 


marched past the Italian legation, but did not harm it 


Police rounded up all Halians and Germans in the 
country, and put them in jail. Martial law was enforced. 


All the street demonstrators carried both Greek and 
Turkish flags, for the Greeks confidently believed the Turks 
wil! help them, A few British flags were seen,
